During 19 29 , heating plants and their 
accessories caused a fire loss in homes 
of the United States of $27,763,153— 
one-fifth of the total dwelling loss of 
$138 ,511,146. 
This presents food for 
thought for ev ery home owner. 
The heav iest loss came from ov erheat­ 
ed or defectiv e chimneys, flues, cupolas, 
and stacks— $12,9 38 ,328 . Serious as this 
is, it is simply a problem of correct 
construction and 
keeping 
these 
parts 
free of accumulations of soot. 
Good con­ 
tractors should know the requirements of 
a safe chimney; in fact, most municipal 
building codes giv # the specifications, and 
standard requirements may be found in 
the Recommended Code of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters. 
Only slightly less was te destruction 
caused by stov es, furnaces, boilers and 
their pipes— $11,48 2,628 . 
This 
again 
raises the question of good equipment, 
installation and maintenance. 
Hot ashes, coals and open fires caused 
a Joss of $3,272,9 50. 
The trouble here is 
that so many people 
use 
combustible 
cartons or boxes for ashes. 
Then if any 
rubbish, paper or other burnable material 
is near, the scene is set for a dangerous 
fire. 
One does not think of steam or hot 
water pipes as likely to start a fire, yet 
they caused a loss of $69 ,19 3 in homes in 
19 29 . 
If these pipes are left in contin- 
ous contact with wood or other burnable 
material, a gradual charring will occur. 
Finally, unusual heat will ignite the dried 
out and charred parts. 
The remedy is 
to cov er pipes with asbestos. 
Such simple precautions are well v ^orth 
the time and effort required, not only 
to curtail the loss of ov er $27,000,000 but 
also the los of human life. 
Fires in 
dwellings take toll of more than 6,000 
liv es annually.

MOVIE MARTYRS 
'St. Paul Pioneer Press: 
There are 
more tirhlls in the making of a breath 
taking mov ie scene than are dreamed of 
by the fan in the security of his up­ 
holstered seat before the silv er screen. 
The Califoniia industrial accident com­ 
mission reports that in the last fiv e years 
it has paid mov ie workers $421,8 50 in 
workmen’s compensation, of which ov er 
half went for Ine 55 deaths resulting 
mostly from filming “ hair raisers.” These 
fatalities occurred among studio work­ 
men, actors and extras while engaged 
in the hazardous business of giv ing the 
film dev otee a thrill for his money.

loll.

GANDHFS CAMPAIGN 
Nearly two thousand years ago Jesus 
of Nazareth examplified in life a policy 
of non-v iolence in the effort to obtain 
great 
moral 
and 
social 
reform. 
He 
preached and liv ed according to the rule 
cf lov e, and rejected the law of force, 
giv in g his life in token of his faith in 
the ultimate success of his method. 
Recent ev ents in India rev eal that the 
non-v iolent campaign of 
Gandhi 
has 
a rhie\ed a cuccess in the political realm 
v l i ch 
justified 
its 
pursuit there. 
Dis- 
t^Ausiiied with their condition, thousands 
i ■ inoians followed Gandhi’s appeal and 


example tor 
a 
non-v iolent 
rebellion. 
Many were killed by the police, more 
were 
beaten 
and 
wounded, 
thousands I 
were arrested and sent to prison, but 
Gandhi and his followers hav e won more 
than open rebellion and fighting would 
I 
ev er hav e accomplished. 
If, instead of passiv e resistance and 
economic pressure, the Indians had re­ 
v olted and inaugurated a v iolent rev o­ 
lution, many more thousands would hav e 
died, with the chances that te British 
airplanes, artillery, and 
tanks 
would 
hav e drowned open defiance in a ])Ool 
of blood. 
On the other hand, by not 
buying British goods, by v oolating law 
and then going to jail, and similar n ni- 
v iolent methods, Gandhi has his followers 
hav e won great concessions. 
Probably for the first time in history, 
as we know it, a people are winning po­ 
litical freedom by peaceful and non-v io­ 
lent rev olt.

ENCOURAGING WILD TURKEY 
Can the wild turkey, so numerous in 
the time of the pioneers and now rare 
or extinct in many states, stage a come­ 
back on the transfigured face of America 
with the aid of pioneers^ descendants- 
asks the American Game Protectiv e As­ 
sociation. 
An experiment in southern 
Wisconsin 
seems 
to 
be 
succeeding. 
“ Against the adv ice of many authorities, 
who declared that the wild turkey could 
nev er reppear in the Middle West be­ 
cause of the decreasing woodland areas, 
forty of the birds "were released a year 
ago near Baraboo, 
Wis. 
They 
hav e 
striv en so well that the Columbia County 
Game Protectiv e Association recently re­ 
leased eighty more birds in adjacent 
territory,” according to Art Sw^anson’s re­ 
port to the American Association. 
“ The wild turkey 
formerly 
ranged 
ev ery wooded state, so it is logical to be­ 
liev e the king of the game birds can be 
brought back by recreating a fav orable 
env ironment through methods of protec­ 
tion and superv ision which the science 
of conserv ation is now learning.” 
He 
believ es that “ science an,d civ ilization, 
after pushing the stately gobbler almost 
into obliv ion, may now be the forces to 
bring him back upon a greatly changed 
scene.” 
The association he is leading is 
is deeply interested in the mov ement. 
For the matter of fact, sportsmen ev ery­ 
where are interested. 
In some parts of the country the wild 
turkey has been increasing in late years, 
but in other parts the great bird has 
v anished. 
Protectiv e and propagation methods on 
the game preserv es of Missouri are help­ 
ing to keep the wild turkey from be­ 
coming extinct.

INCOME TAX FACTS 
No. 31 
While it is important that the 
tax payer render on or before the 
due date—March 16, 19 31, if filed 
on the calendar-year basis—as full 
and complete a return as possible, 
a request for a reasonable extension 
of time may be granted. Application 
for an extension should be address­ 
ed to the collector of internal rev ­ 
enue for the district in which the 
taxpayer files his return, together 
with a full recital for the causes of 
the delay The request must be made 
before the return is due. Except in 
the case of taxpayers 
who 
are 
abroad, no extension may be made 
for a period of 
more 
than six 
months. 
An extension of time for filing a 
return does not extend the time for 
paying the tax, or any installment 
thereof, unless so specified in the 
extension. Howev er, an extension of 
time in which to pay the tax or in­ 
stallment may be granted by the 
Commissioner of Internal Rev enue 
for a period not to 
exceed 
six 
months from the prescribed date. 
Application 
for 
such 
extension 
should be made through the collect­ 
or of internal rev enue for the dis­ 
trict in which the return is filed. 
The taxpayer should state under 
oath the specific reasons for desir­ 
ing the extension, and clearly indi­ 
cate what hardship, if any, would 
result if the extension were not 
granted. The Commissioner will not 
consider an application for an ex­ 
tension unless receiv ed on or before 
the due date of the tax, or install­ 
ment thereof, and as a condition 
may require the taxpayer to furnish 
a bond not exceeding twice 
the 
amount of the tax or installment. 
If the extension is granted, inter- 
est on the amount is collectible at 
the rate of 6 per cent a year from
